Craig's background as an equestrian is 
exceptional. Having started at the age of three, Craig 
trained with several Olympic medalists before earning 
USEF certification as an instructor. She shared with me 
that in the beginning it was a friend's brother who has 
autism that inspired her to begin thinking about using 
horses for therapy. Fast forward, with her business 
partner and longtime friend Debbi Dyson, the duo created 
a non-profit program for people with special needs, thus 
was born Helping Hands and Hooves. 

Each year, some of Craig's students participate 
in the Special Olympics, a high point for all involved. 
Yvonne Haitsma, a volunteer at the stables, said that 
Craig's program always has representation at the 
Olympics. 

Pat Goss whose family has been involved in 
Craig's program and the annual swim since 2004 said 
that there are a variety of programs available for youths 
and adults with special needs, but unless one searches for 
them, one might not be aware of their availability. 

"They can't go into the schools, for instance, 
because of privacy issues," Goss explained. She said that 
having a program such as Craig's located in Mattapoisett 
was a blessing. Goss also shared that the Christmas swim 
has grown substantially over the years due primarily to 
the efforts of Craig and Dyson and the families they serve. 

And how did this year go? Well there were 47 
registered swimmers with donations coming in at $2,500.

Crete's Saltworks' 
crew built an industrial tree stand which the crew ratchet 
straps to the block. He's experimented with string lights, 
as well as solar-powered LED lights. 

"This year we have shifted over to white spot 
lights set around the tree," said Crete. He admitted he 
was planning to add a few more spotlights in order to be 
better viewed from the beach. 

The tree has become an anticipated holiday 
fixture for Marion, and Crete's affection for his town is 
apparent. 

"We have such a great spirit in the community," 

he said. 

When asked why he thinks the residents of 
Marion love the tree, he shared that he felt it's the kind of 
thing that transcends the social boundaries created these 
days. 
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"I think it's a bit of an extension of the Christmas 
spirit that starts to build prior to the Christmas Stroll 
here in town," said Crete. "The sight of the tree out there 
standing proud against the elements always brings a 
smile to my face. It's good fun to hope that might be just a 
little bit infectious."

But we didn't call it that back then. Truthfully, I didn't 
call it that until I was well into my own adult struggles 
with dark moods and throbbing migraine headaches. But 
clearly I didn't suffer as she did; clearly I had learned 
how to right my own ship by way of new ideas, an active 
maintenance of mental health and therapy. I talked and 
stumbled and talked some more. I was highly motivated 
to make a better life for my child, while repeating the very 
things that had hurt me so much when I was a kid. So 
many missed opportunities. 

I did make a huge effort to give my son happy 
holiday experiences, saving a few dollars each week 
year-round so that I could surprise him with that longed- 
for toy. There was the Christmas I wrapped up a new 
wardrobe of summer clothing that he, with as much 
dignity as a 10-year-old boy could muster, responded to 
with a "thank you." Finally, he opened that slim envelope 
that held the Disney World brochure. February school 
vacation at the Magic Kingdom was a great surprise. I 
hope I never forget the look on his face as it went from 
total dejection to complete delight. That memory makes 
me smile, especially when I need it the most. 

It's coming on Christmas. I have time to adjust 
my thinking. 

When the grandchildren were little, our home 
became the Christmas epicenter. There were trips to 
Edaville, followed by a sleepover weekend, dress up, 
impromptu parades through the house, hide-n-seek, 
baking cookies, craft projects, and if there was snow, 
sledding. I'd fill a weekend from morning to bedtime 
with the stuff that makes happy memories for children, 
as I lived a second childhood of my own making and 
laughed, laughed, laughed. My inner child in recovery.

For it wasn't only Christmas that I claimed anew, it was 
any time I was with them. Every single opportunity to 
play, sing, dance, shop, go on adventures, pack the mini- 
van and head out, I grabbed at the chance to be happy 
and spread joy Their happiness was all that mattered. I 
was healed over and over again. 

My mother didn't want to be the way she 
was. In later years when she was more stable, when 
raging hormones and rollercoaster mood swings were 
dramatically smoothed out due to age and a little 
medication, she grieved over having been a lousy mother. 
I assuaged her self-loathing by telling her we turned out 
okay. But it was a lie. One she wanted to hear. I told her 
that any residual psychological problems her children 
had were their responsibility to repair. She'd cry and I'd 
be right back to being a 6-year-old kid trying to comfort 
my mother. I reminded her that her grandchildren, who 
revered her and on whom she lavished every ounce of 
love she had to give, were all successful people doing 
well. That didn't make her happy. She mourned a wasted 
life. Habits of thought are so hard to break. 

Today we understand mental health problems. 
Today there are many choices for living with and 
improving the lives of people with depression, anxiety, 
and its many manifestations. In my mother's day, there 
was little that medical science could offer other than 
tranquillizers that she abhorred. And all my father would 
say to her is, "Knock it off!" 

We rode the anger, tears, compulsive meticulous 
cleaning, inability to sleep, desire to stay in bed all day, 
overeating, not eating enough, and yes, those peaceful 
interludes - we rode them with her, and for me, I some 
days ride them still.

Although Jeff Eldridge called it ''just another 
day" for him as a Rochester firefighter, it was no ordinary 
day for Murphy and witnesses of the rescue which had 
Eldridge crossing 300 feet across the water on top of an ice 
sled to reach the Brittany spaniel who had broken through 
the ice and could not escape. 

Hours 
prior to the 
incident, Murphy 
had run off from 
his family and 
was not heard 
from or seen 
until someone 
walking near 
the bog heard 
Murphy's yelps 
for help and 
called 911. 

According to 
Eldridge, a 
second dog was 
spotted at the 
scene barking, 
but ran off when help arrived. Eldridge credited the 
dog for possibly helping to alert others to Murphy's 
whereabouts from his loud barking. 

A helicopter overhead captured the rescue on 
video as it unfolded, and Eldridge could be seen hoisting 
a willing-to-be-rescued Murphy onto the ice sled, and the 
two were quickly pulled to the edge where EMTs were 
waiting to take Murphy to the ambulance for treatment 
and warming. 

"He was in trouble," Eldridge said during a 
phone interview with The Wanderer on December 24. "The

dog was fine and he went along for the ride." 

Animals falling through the ice and becoming 
trapped are not uncommon occurrences in Rochester this 
time of year, Eldridge said. He's rescued dogs before, 
as well as five or six deer during his time with the 
department. Eldridge said he has only participated in one 
rescue of a human who had broken through the ice on 
Snipatuit Pond. 

"It doesn't matter if it was a dog or a person and 
anyone else. It's what we do," said the humble hero. 

It surprised Eldridge that the story had 
reached the news in Akron, Ohio, and local television

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How to Holiday Recycle: 
Wrapping-Up What to Do 
By Jean Perry 

The holiday season produces 25 percent more 
solid waste than the rest of the year which might not have 
crossed one's mind during prior years until 2018 when the 
country suddenly realized the solid waste and recycling 
crisis it was facing since the Chinese market closed its 
doors to American recyclables. 

Now that Christmas is over and we are heading 
into another year of unknown certainty when it comes to 
recycling, it is critical that consumers and residents get 
a grasp on when to recycle your leftover holiday waste 
materials and when to throw it in the trash. 

Patti Howard, the community outreach 
coordinator from Covanta Energy at SEMASS, wants 
residents to know what to do with the different categories 
of Christmas leftovers to keep the recycling process 
operating efficiently and to keep your town's trash or 
recycling from being turned away because too many 
people put too many of the wrong items into the wrong 
bins. 

Let's start with wrapping paper, which is likely 
your house's top post-Christmas morning waste product. 
The blanket statement, Howard said, is not to recycle 
your wrapping paper. However, if you are serious about 
recycling the right way you can take a closer look at your 
particular wrapping paper to see if perhaps some, or all of 
it, is eligible for recycling. 

Certainly if on the blank side of your wrapping 
paper you see the words "recyclable" anywhere on 
it, proceed to the recycling bin. Any bits smaller than 
2 square inches, however, should go straight into the 
trash so the tiny papers don't interfere with recycling 
processing equipment.

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Wrapping paper that contains glitter, sequins, 
applied decorations that cannot be removed, velvety 
flocking, or shiny metallic sparkles should go in the trash. 
Not sure if your wrapping paper is recyclable? Try the 
''crumple test." 

If you can crumple a piece of wrapping paper into 
a ball and it retains its shape (and doesn't contain any of 
the characteristics mentioned above), it may be recyclable. 
But if you are still unsure, the safest thing to do is to 
throw it away. 

As Howard pointed out, often people prefer 
to burn their wrapping paper instead of throwing it in 
the trash, but she cautions residents to refrain from the 
practice of burning wrapping paper. 

"Sometimes the wrapping paper can be treated 
with chemicals that shouldn't be burned," said Howard. 
But if throwing wrapping paper into the trash bothers 
you, Howard has another idea for you. Why not recycle it 
by reusing it? 

And forget about recycling tissue paper. Tissue 
paper always goes in the trash bin. 

Recycling is critical, but there are two equally 
important parts to the sustainability equation - reducing 
and reusing. 


Some higher quality wrapping paper is harder to 
tear and crease and, if carefully opened, can be folded and 
tucked away for use next year. The same goes for your 
ribbon and bows, which would otherwise get tossed in 
the trash. Why not consider saving them for reuse, thus 
reducing your holiday waste in small ways that can really 
add up? 

"Besides," said Howard. "People could be 
spending less on what doesn't matter, like wrapping 
paper and bows, and more on what does matter." 

Getting back to those ribbons and bows, Howard 
made it clear that, aside from reusing it, the trash is the 
only other place it belongs. 

"Not in the recycle bin," said Howard. "Gotta go 
in the trash." 

During the holidays, we send some 1.5 billion 
Christmas cards, the equivalent of 300,000 new trees being 
harvested. Like some wrapping paper, some Christmas 
cards can be recycled while some cards cannot. If it's 
purely paper - no glitter, shiny paper, foil, plastic, metal, 
or velvet flocking - feel free to recycle it. Or, if possible, 
tear off any parts that contain non-recyclable materials 
and recycle the pure paper. 

Still, those pretty foil and glittery ones don't

necessarily need to end up in the trash. One idea is to 
cut them up into smaller pieces and reuse them next 
year for gift tags, another way to accomplish Howard's 
recommendation: spend less on what doesn't matter. 

Whether used to ship gifts to your house or to 
box up and wrap, cardboard boxes are one thing that can 
always be recycled. Break boxes down, flatten them, and 
keep them to a maximum of 2 square feet in size. 

Gift bags (sans the tissue paper) might also be 
recyclable if they are purely paper with no plastic film 
or other of the decorative aforementioned recycling

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contaminates. Or, like most people, reuse them for next 
year. 

Also non-recyclable, but by no means non- 
reusable, are disposable plastic cutlery, straws, and most 
plates and cups; however, check for a recycling symbol 
and rinse it off before tossing it into the recycle bin. Wax- 
coated paper plates are never reusable, even clean ones, 
and never throw soiled paper plates into the recycling bin 
- trash or compost only. 

During the winter holidays is when Americans 
purchase 40 percent of all battery sales for the year. Never 
throw batteries into the trash. They can be stored and 
then returned to, for example, electronics stores or other 
venues that advertise accepting old batteries. 

Polystyrene (Styrofoam) is not recyclable in your 
curbside bin in any of the three towns in the Tri-Town. 

Other items such as bubble wrap and packing peanuts 
should go in the trash. 

Strands of holiday lights should never end up 
in the recycling bin. According to Howard, some stores 
welcome your old lights and might even offer a coupon 
towards a brand-new set of LED lights for next year. 

Holiday decorations - even the plastic ones - do 
not belong in the recycling bin. Neither does your artificial

Mattapoisett Tax Reclassification Part Two 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

Even the best organizations have an 'oops' 
protocol, and so when the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen met on December 19 to vote on the tax 
reclassification for the town, it was the second time they 
had done so. 

During their regular meeting on December 4, 
the agenda included meeting with Principal Assessor 
Kathleen Costello for her report on the reclassification 
study her department had completed and to vote on the 
tax structuring and rate. 

However, state regulations require that this topic 
be advertised individually, and a public hearing held 
exclusively for this purpose. 

Thus, on December 19, the selectmen held a brief 
meeting which had been advertised following the public 
meeting protocol to solidify their earlier decision and cast 
their votes following state guidelines. 

Regarding the issue of a single - versus a split- 
rate, Costello offered that residential homeowners would 
not benefit from a split tax rate as only 6.7 percent of all 
properties in the community are classified as commercial 
or industrial businesses. 

"Even the maximum allowable tax shift to these 
classes produces a relatively negligible decrease in the tax 
burden for the residential property class," said Costello. 

At the same time, the tax burden on those 
businesses would go up $6.61 or $19.83 per $1,000 in 
assessed value, she calculated. 

Costello said the average single-family home 
had an assessed value for fiscal year 2019 of $484,356. 

She further pointed out that the total revenue raised by 
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both tax and non-tax sources for FY2019 is $34,653,529, an 
increase of 4.8 percent from FY2018. 

In explaining the importance of maintaining a 
single-rate tax base for all real estate, Costello affirmed the 
residential homeowner would not benefit from a split-rate 
and asked the selectmen to vote for a modest increase of 
$0.20, or an increase of 1.5 percent, bringing the rate per 
$1,000 of assessed value to $13.21 from $13.02 in FY18. 

The selectmen again voted unanimously to 
maintain a single rate and the 1.5 percent increase. 

The next regular meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Board of Selectmen is scheduled for January 8 at 6:30 pm 
at the Mattapoisett Town Flail. 

Selectmen Visualize Next Town Administrator 

Marion Board of Selectmen

What strengths, experience, and skills will the 
new town administrator have, preferable, and what are 
the challenges facing Marion that he or she must be ready 
to face? This was the jumping off point for the Marion 
Board of Selectmen on Wednesday, December 19, as it 
held a special meeting to get the town administrator 



search underway with the assistance of professional 
recruiter, Bernard Lynch. 

Lynch, the former city manager for the City 
of Lowell, wants the input of Town House and Town 
department staff in addition to the selectmen, ''And then 
we can create a profile," said Lynch. "That's a tool for 
us to market the position but, I also think it's a valuable 
process for us to go through because when we talk to 
candidates we can speak intelligently about the town." 

Selectman Jon Waterman was curious and 
asked Lynch, "Is the position relatively attractive (to 
applicants)?"

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said. 


''Some people like small towns," said Lynch. "I 
try to see the silver lining behind every community. ... We 
try to put this together in a way that would appeal to a 
candidate." Lynch said often the area's amenities, cultural 
institutions, and prospects of a spouse finding work in 
their field attract candidates. "This particular area of 
Massachusetts, I think, has an appeal," said Lynch. 

The board knows why they love Marion and the 
surrounding Southcoast, but Marion - the small town 
with big issues - is not without its challenges, which 
Lynch asked selectmen to list in order to get a better idea 
of Marion's needs in a new town administrator. 

Water, sewer, digitizing town records... "Town 
infrastructure really is our key challenge," said Board of 
Selectmen Chairman Norm Hills. 

"Money, money, and money," Waterman said, 
pointing to Proposition 2 Vi as an obstacle to funding 
much of Marion's needs. "Followed by more money," 
interjected Hills. "Right now we're in a big go-around 
with our wastewater treatment plant." 

"That's why experience in wastewater treatment 
management is important," Waterman said. 

Also, as Hills pointed out, the Town is just about 
to address imminent climate change effects and the 
town's sustainability and ability to adapt. 

"Sounds like it's going to take a certain person 
and a little 'packaging,'" Waterman said about the 
position. And it is uncertain if one of the candidates 
would be an internal candidate, Dawson suggested. 

The board tossed around some qualities the right 
person would possess for the job, including one who 
is a good communicator, knowledgeable in municipal 
processes, and someone perhaps "a little bit ahead of us" 
in technology, said Waterman. Experience and interest in 
solid waste and recycling management is a big one. Hills 


"And no doubt strong -1 mean really strong 
capital planning background and implementation all 
around," said Dawson, "because there are so many 
moving parts here. ... There has to be a lot of time 
managing and budgeting how you're gonna fit the pieces 
of this puzzle together." 

The way Lynch screens applicants is by tunneling 
resumes into categories: qualified, not qualified, and a 
third category, "interesting." 

"Some of them might not have experience in 
the position, maybe they're department heads ... but 
somebody you should look at," Lynch said. 

The selectmen had already chosen to appoint 
a hiring committee to review candidates Lynch will 
screen and present, which has been condensed from a 
seven-member committee into a committee of five - one 
selectman, one department head, and three citizens. 
Lynch will also attend the meetings, but not as a voting 
committee member. 

The holidays have inadvertently set the Town 
back in its progress of the search process that could take 
as long as 16 weeks - about a couple weeks beyond the 
time current Town Administrator Paul Dawson will 
remain in his position until he retires on March 15. 

"We've done it in 12," said Lynch, "but I don't 
think we could do it in less than 10." 

Lynch estimates that he would have a candidate 
profile to present by mid-January and accept resumes 
until mid-February. Hiring committee meetings would 
start shortly after and begin interviews the first week 
of March, with the Board of Selectmen to make a final 
selection during the week of March 18. If the candidate 
were currently a town administrator, it would take 
another 30 days for them to provide their current town

''So you would have someone on May 1," 
said Lynch - just in time to present the new hire to the 
community during the proposed May 13 Annual Town 
Meeting. 

Lynch said he would also be interviewing town 
employees and members of the administration to gauge 
the type of town administrator they would prefer to work 
with. 

"The first thing they'll say is we don't want 
a micromanager," said Lynch. "No one wants a 
micromanager." Although, Hills pointed out, some 
among the Board of Selectmen could be considered 
"micromanagers." 

"Sounds like we have some interesting work 
ahead of us," said Lynch. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is tentatively scheduled for January 8 at 4:30 
pm, either at the Marion Police Station or the Marion 
Town House.

I have 3 cats and one of them isn't using the litter box 
consistently. I clean the box every few days and have 
a covered box nicely enclosed in a closet.

It's amazing that your cats have put up with your 
litter box behavior. There should be 1 box per indoor 
cat so you need 2 more boxes. The boxes should be 
cleaned daily at the very least. Cats in general do 
not like covered boxes. Get rid of the cover. Cats also 
prefer boxes to be as out in the open as possible so they 
don't feel trapped going in or out. There should be 2 
or 3 ways for the cat to get out of the box. In general, 
cats prefer clumping litter as well. Stay with one that 
works and don't get fooled into buying whatever is on 
sale.

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The Year in

Setting aside 2018's global turbulence, what did 
the year mean for movies? I suppose African-American 
film fans have more reason to be of good cheer than they 
might have a year ago. Ryan Coogler's Black Panther 
finished domestically with $700 million, far and away 
2018's top grosser. Ava DuVernay's A Wrinkle in Time 
got mixed notices and just barely made back its cost 
worldwide, but it was still the first film directed by an 
African-American woman to hit a $100 million domestic 
gross (and was definitely the first movie so directed to 
boast a nine-digit budget). Spike Lee had his biggest hit 
in years with BlacKkKlansman, whose domestic earnings 
tripled its cost. Other success stories include Charles 
Stone Ill's Uncle Drew ($42m gross against $18m cost). 
Boots Riley's Sorry to Bother You (cost $3 mil, grossed $17 
mil), and Malcolm D. Lee's Night School (made back four 
times its budget globally). 

Add in some wins for Asian-Americans (Jon 
Chu's Crazy Rich Asians and James Wan's Aquaman) and 
gays (Bohemian Rhapsody is the top-grossing movie about 
an LGBTQ+ person in history despite its attempts to 
straightwash Freddie Mercury) and you have a better- 
than-middling year for diversity. What you don't have, 
for the tenth year running, is cinema for grownups. 

2008 gave us a sea of blockbusters pointed mainly at 
teens, and it's been the same story every year since. 

Now, some movies aiming higher on the age spectrum 
finished just outside this year's top ten: A Star Is Born, 
say, and the aforementioned Crazy Rich Asians. But even 
the triumphant Black Panther, despite its sky-high level of 
craft and imagination all around, is finally just another 
brick in the Marvel/Disney wall, and I can imagine Paul 
Mooney chortling ironically at the fact that the big-deal 
black superhero got finger-snapped into nonexistence just 
one movie later, in Avengers: Infinity War. 

Nobody seriously believes any of those 
superheroes won't be brought back next April in Avengers: 
Just Messin' With You, We Ain't Killing Off a Dude Who 
Made $1 Billion Worldwide. Disney isn't exactly hurting (it 
can brag about having 2018's top three grossers, tossing in 
The Incredibles 2), but it got stung a little with the relatively 
weak grosses of A Wrinkle in Time and Solo: A Star Wars 
Story, the first movie in its historically lucrative franchise 
to come out in the red column domestically (even though 
it wound up at #9 on the top ten). Warner's Fantastic 
Beasts sequel is showing some Potterverse fatigue (or 




maybe newfound audience wariness about Johnny Depp). 
Universal has Jurassic World, The Grinch and Halloween 
to dry its tears over Skyscraper, Pacific Rim Uprising, and 
the one-time Oscar hopeful Green Book, a meant-to-be- 
heartwarming road-trip drama much criticized for its 
retro approach to race relations, which stalled badly in 
theaters. 

Yes, I said Halloween. Finishing at #17 on the year- 
end list, the reboot/sequel opened huge and ended up the 
biggest-grossing film in the history of its franchise; even 
adjusted for inflation, it only came in about $20 million 
behind the 1978 original. A sequel to this sequel is already 
planned, though I wish they wouldn't go ahead with 
it — people came out for this one because it promised 
closure and brought back Jamie Lee Curtis, and a follow¬ 
up would just be more of the night he came home again. 

In general, horror remains strong as a genre; A Quiet 
Place (#12) was this year's Get Out in terms of word-of- 
mouth success (no pun intended), if not in terms of social 
relevance. Threats to the nuclear family, whether visually 
challenged monsters or disgruntled white males, were the 
main boogeymen in 2018's films; the year's "Look out! 
Brown people!" movies, Sicario 2 (#53) and Peppermint 
(#75), performed barely above their costs and will not 
likely be asked back for a third or second dance. 

It can be instructive to look at what scares 
moviegoers, but it's just as useful to consider what makes 
us laugh (Deadpool 2, at #5, is essentially a meta-superhero 
comedy, perhaps bespeaking the first rustles of superhero 
fatigue) and what makes it dusty in the room (A Star Is 
Born remains stubbornly effective tearjerker material 
after eight decades). The popular myths of the day tell 
us where our heads and hearts are at. Of course, the big 
breadwinner of twenty years ago was Saving Private Ryan; 
of thirty years ago. Rain Man. It has been a while (fifteen 
years, in fact) since a #1 grosser, like Rain Man, was also 
crowned Best Picture at the Oscars (for those playing at 
home, it was The Return of the King). Will Black Panther 
break the streak and join the ranks of Titanic and Forrest 
Gump? We'll see in February, I guess.

Medications that can 
be disposed of in the drop-boxes include prescription 
ointments, prescription medications, medication patches, 
and samples, as well as over the counter medications, 
vitamins, and pet medications. Lotions, liquids, and 
non-prescription ointments are not permitted. For 
your privacy, please remember to remove all personal 
identification before placing items in the drop-box. In 
Mattapoisett, the medication drop-box is in the lobby of 
the Police Station, located at 64 County Road (Route 6). 

For the safe disposal of needles and syringes, 
sharps containers are available free of charge from the 
Mattapoisett Police Station and the Public Health Nurse's 
office. Used sharps containers may be returned to the 
Public Health Nurse's office for safe and proper disposal 
of these items. 

The safe and proper storage and disposal of 
all medications, needles, and syringes helps to prevent 
accidents or misuse. These items should always be stored 
in a secure location, out of sight and out of reach of 
children. To assist you with safe storage in the home, lock- 
boxes can be purchased at your local pharmacy or retail 
store such as CVS, Walgreens, or Rite Aid.
